Inpeiisiyi? — An officer in n Kentucky caval- 
ry repiment, w ho was prevented from taking 
an active part in thi3 battle by a wound in his 
hand, received a .-'.or ti ne previously inacav- 
alry affair in McLamore'sCove,and who had on 
this account peculiar facilities for visiting va- 
rious portions of the battle-Seld and examining 
them with a critical and practised eye, bisfv 
vored U3 with his notes and 'jottings down" 
taken on the Fpot. With the aid of these Mai 
otbei sources of information, we are enabled 
to discuss the question, "Why was the bat'le 
of CbieV*ma<iga indecisive?'' and at the same 
time, while pointing out the mistakes of soma 
of our commanders, to receive new evidences 
of the heroic devotion of our rank and iile. It 
is a source of peculiar satisfaction to know 
that we are able to say much marc of praise 
than censure of all the gallant lenders of the 
noble army of the Cumberland. The military

Gen. Rosecrans, by a series of brilliant 
rratu uvres, which will irradiate bis name 
long after the bloody pictures of Corinth and 
Stone River are forgotten, gained possession 
of Middle Tennessee and Chattanooga, the 
key of the great mountain system of the 
South. Bragg's army sullenly fell back be- 
fore his advancing legions, until he supposed 
the rebellion was crushed in the middle zone. 
Success had dazzled him, as at times the sun 
does the eagle. Instead of supposing the 
rebel army was intact and falling back upjn 
its reinforcements, h« thought it a routed 
and demoralized force. To bis sanguine im- 
agination, the kejs of Rome and Atlanta 
were already in his grasp. Here he entered 
the realm of conjecture, forgetting that "war 
it not (i conjectural art." Acting upon this 
hytotbesis, instead o." concentrating in Wills 
and Chattsnooga valleys, and estabiishiag his 
railroad connections with his base, he ordered 
McCook upon Rome by a road sixty-five 
miles from Chattanooga, Crittenden by the 
Lafayette road, and Thomas by an interme- 
diate road, to press tLe rear of the flying reb- 
els. Bragg at this time was lying behind the 
craggy steeps of Pigeon Mountains, gathering 
his strength and watching with grim satisfac- 
tion these mis-moves of his brilliant antago- 
nist. The rough handling of one of Negley's 
divisions, about the 11th of September, when 
he attempted to force one of the gaps of Pig- 
eon Mountain, awakened Rosecran'3 from his

my of the Cumberland never saw so dark an 
I hour as that, and, in God's providence, I hope

At 2 P. M., of the 18th, General G-an^crdes- 
: patched Gen. Whitaker to retake Red tl-tuse 
I Bridge. He met resistance a short distance 
( from Rusaville, and did not gnt within two 
miles of it. At the same time Colonel D. Mc- 
Cook's brigade was ordered to suoport Minty 
at Beed's Biidge. I met this column at the 
point where the road to Reed's Bridge leaves 
the LiFayette road (having been cut off from 
I Col. Minty when he was driven away from 
tie t rid:;? ) and went as a guide within the col- 
umn. Juri at dark, when the bead of Colonel 
sleCuok's column got within one mile of 'ii-j 
bridpe, it ran into Hood a reb.-l division. Here 
I a scrambling fight took place, favorable to our 
j side; tor McCook took twenty-four prisoners 
I without loss. That night he waa reinf jrc^i 
by Colonel Mitchell's brigade, of G^air.*! 
■cglejr'l Division, from Rossville, and ho 
' bivouaeked, surrounded upon three sides 
I by the itbel army. At daylight ha sent C>l. 
| Bingham, of the COlh Ohio, to burn lt??d's 
| Bridpe. Bingham carried the I ridge with 
the bayonet, and burned it in the face of one 
ot Longstreet'sdivisiens. The burning of this 
bridge was very favorable, for the rebels had 
succeeded in gettmn only three batteries over, 
and Cheatham's division, during the Satur- 
day's finht, was compelled to cross the creek 
upon footloga. 

As soon as the hfize cleared away upon Sat- 
urday morning, the rebels niaJe dispositions 
to attack Col. McCook's brigades upon the 
rear, front, and left flack. He prepared as 
resolutely to fight them, saying he had orders 
to bold his ground at alt hazards. Bullets 
were already crashing through his ranks from 
three sides, and a battery had already ualira- 
bered, adding the bass to the crackling of the 
musketry, when ordera cacc from Gen. llose- 
crans for him to withdraw. He moved off by 
the i i w lit flank, followed by the rebels until 
he reached the Lafayette road, where he form- 
ed line of battle, determined, as he said, to 
give them "a square-toed fk'ht, with bi3 back 
and flank3 against Mission Ridge." 

But support was nearer than Col. McCook 
supposed. General Thorn is, who had been 
marching all night from the centre, bad just 
reached the Lafayette road, upon the extreme 
left of the array, having passed around Crit- 
tenden's rear. He deployed his corps, and 
Col. Croxton, with his magnificent brigade, 
first engaged. The rest of Brannan's division 
were in line further to the left. The battle 
soon raged along the entire front of the corps. 
Palmer first, then Wood, ttfen VanCieve— all 
from Crittenden's corps — drifting to the left, 
were drawn to the fight. Still the rebels out- 
numbered us at every point. Soon the anxious 
query rose from lip to lio, Where is McCjok? 
When will bis corps arrive? At twelve M. 
JobLSlon's division ef his corps came on the 
field, after marching all night and day, over 
rugged mountain roads, illuminated by fires 
to guide these eager heroes. In splendid line, 
with deafening shouts, and the battle light of 
Sbiloh gleaming in their eyes, these superb 
soldiers, under command of one of Kentucky's 
most devoted, but, worst-slandered sons, went 
into the fight, swaying the tide of battle at their 
w ill. Next came Davis with his two brigades, 
Past's being detached. Then came Sheridan 
with bis Pea Ridgere, hot, tired, and thirsty, 
but invincible.

Edwaids, a detective, of this place, succeeded 
in capturing two of the twenty-six rebel pris- 
oners who recently escaped from Camp Djug- 
las, on Friday last, near Caseyviile, and 
brought them to this city. Whije Capt. E. 
was in Casey ville, he learned tbat Nat. Hor- 
ton, of l^uantriU's band, and a notorious des- 
perado, was slopping a few miles distant. He 
repaired to the place indicated, and met Hor- 
ton, who acknowledged that be was one of 
Quantriii's gang, and refused to surrender. 
He ran a short distance, and took refuge be- 
hind a tree, from which he fired at Captain 
Edwards, wounding him severely in the 
shoulder. The Captain then closed upon him, 
and, when within good range, returned the 
fire, the ball passing through the head of 
Horton, killing him instantly. His body was 
delivered by Capt, Edwards to tne Coroner 
for interment. 

We learn that our young friend, Lieut 
Wm. O. Boyle, formerly on the staff of bis 
father, Gen. J. T. Boyle, bas b -en promoted 
to the Majority of the 1 Ufa Kentucky Cavalry, 
organised under Col. Riley. Major Boyle, we 
understand, bas command of a oattalion at the 
post of H arrods b urg Danville Tribune. 

In justice to Major Boyle, it is proper to 
state that he has recruited, in this vicinity, 
within a few weeks past * battalion for the 
11th regiment of Kentucky cavalry, and by 
virtue of doing this has been commissioned 
Major. He has already made np three full 
companies, and has two others in process of 
fonr.ation. Great credit is due to so young a 
man for his patrieti.-rn, and for his energy and 
industry in accomplis'iing so much in so short 
a time. 

fttTln a late raid cf rebel guerillas in the 
eastern part of Kentucky, the leader of the 
band was severely bitten by a big dog.

were still in his front Perceiving his danger 
with the quickness of intuition, he began to 
concentrate his forces and gird himself for the 
coming struggle, which he feared would come 
too soon. Gen. Gordon Granger, with three 
brigades qf the Reserve Corps, was ordered 
from Bridgeport to take po3t at Ro33ville. 
These gallant brigades, after a forced march 
of thirty-four miles in one day, went into po- 
sition on the 13th. Thomas gathered up his 
nd closed them into the left of Crit- 
McCook's orders were counter- 
manded, and on the 16th, at a point within 
twenty miles of Rome, he began retracing 
his weary steps. Rumors were rife in camp 
that Bragg had been largely reinforced, and 
on the 15th Longstreet's arrival was con- 
firmed. 

At this point it is essential to understand the 
true position of the two armies. Wood's div- 
ision, constituting the left uf the Union army, 
lay at Gordon's mills, where the Chattanooga 
and Lafayette road crosses the Chickamauga. 
The right was at least sixty miles distant. 
The divisions were stretched at different in- 
tervals over a rough country, slashed by 
heavy mountain ranges, running perpendicu- 
lar with the front of the army, with few and 
difficult lateral gaps. The right of the rebel 
army lay at Ringgold, thirteen miles from 
Chattanooga, and its lelt north of Lafayette, 
opposite Gordon's milts. Thus it will be seen 
that the Uft of our army impinged upon the 
left of the rebel army, with every advantage 
on their side. Their artery of communication, 
the Atlantic and Western railroad, was on their 
extreme right covered by the whole depth of 
their army; ours, the Lafayette and Chattan- 
cooga road, on cur extreme left, exposed to 
attack. For the possession of this road, the 
terrific struggles of Saturday anl Sunday 
took place, the rebels knowing that the com- 
mand of that roa-i was victory— our troops 
that its loss was annihilation or dispersion in 
the mountains. Again, their army occupied 
a front of six miles; eurs of sixty. Their net 
bad rest and leisure to prepare for battle; ours, 
some of them, after marching continuously for 
two days and a night over rough moun- 
tains, went into action without halting. Bragg 
felt tbat, with Lis army of one hundred thou- 
sand men, he had for once his astute adversary 
in his power. Napoleon says a skitful General 
has his enemy beaten before he fires a gun. It 
then war is an art, was not our army defeated 
before it went into action? Thanks to its un- 
flinching courage, it wrung an indecisive 
battle from the entmy notwithstanding his 
superiority of numbers and the false disposi- 
tions nf its commander. History affords only 
one similar example — where the Euglish, un- 
der Beresford, at Albnera, forced a drawn 
battle from the veterans of Marengo, Jena, 
and Wagram, commanded by Souk, Napo- 
leon's greatest Marshal. Thus the two armies 
were on the 17th separated only by the crags 
of Pigeon Mountain and the miry banks of 
the Chickamauga when the immediate series 
of operations began, which resulted in the 
battle. These events are thus related by the 
Kentucky cavalry officer: 

G*n. Steadmnn, of the reserve corps, made 
a reconnoissance from Rossville to Ringgold, 



McCook, under innumerable difficulties, sua- 
i tain the right of Saturday. His soldiers 
marched fifteen miles that morning without 
breakfast They not only traversed the weary 
distance which at first separated them from 
Themes, but they marched along his entire 
front and most of Crittenden's, fur the battle 
bad so drifted to the left that Gordon s Mills, 
orisrinaliy on our left, was now our extreme 
right Roeecrans was compelled, by the su- 
perior manoeuvres of his enemy, to change his 
entire front Instead of facing south, as he 
did on the lSih, he now fhced almost east 
parallel with the Lafayette road. The great- 
er part of this difficult and hazardoiu change 
was effected under fire, a fact which speaks 
volumes lor the steadiness and discipline of 
our soldiers. Saturday night fell with de- 
cided success upon our side. But for the in- 
tenee fatigue of Thomas's and McCook's men 
all seemed in fine spirits; yet their slumbers 
neie not to be undisturbed, for many times 
was I awakened during the night bj the 
march of these uncomplaining soldiers taking 
up new positions. During the day I saw 
Generals Thomas, Crittenden, and McCook, 
but did not see General Itosecrans. They 
seemed to be all in good spirits. 

At davligbt on Sunday morning, the cav- 
alry all having been withdrawn to the upper 
fords of the creek, I went to see how they 
fared, and, what was more important*to get 
something to eat On my way back I had 
an opportunity of observing the dispositions 
made upon the right On the extreme right 
Sheridan's divieion was iu echelon by brig- 
ade. Negley'B division joined him on the 
left with Davis in the second line, as support 
Next came Wood — behind him Van Cleve in 
second line. I had just reached the right of 
Van Cleve, when a salvo of artillery, followed 
by musketry, attracted all attention to the 
left Silence reigned on the right; the perti- 
nacious rebels still insist on carrying the La- 
fayette road. Fiercer grows the tumult. 
Shortly, Negley is withdrawn to the left, 
where be properly belongs. Davis moves 
it to tie front line to supply his place 
tut bis two brigades do not reach far 
encugb. 1 u a few moments Wood goes by at 
the double quick, also to the left; Van'Cleve's 
two brigades are too short to fill up the sd%cs 
Uft by VV ood^S tttee in the front line. Tnese 
Gentials, superintended by Gens. Crittenden 
atd MiCcok, begin moving by the right 
flank to fill up these gaps. At this critical 
j iriod, Sheridan was also ordered to the L ft, 
wkose voracious maw had now devoured the

Why then wr.? it 
that our trocj'3 were not utterly mi 
The answer comes from every manly 
heart in the army — the Providence of Go-!, 
the determination of Gen. Geo. H. Thomis, 
snd the unconquerable spirit of th» rank uad 
file. But what did Bragg gain by his master- 
ly dispositions and superiority of namberi? 
Only the melancholy privilege of burying the 
dead, a few dismounted guns, and seven miles 
of barren ccuntry.

In the meantime 
the negro soldier was stopping ani firing at 
every one who approached, as many as twen- 
ty shots in all being fired, some of which pene- 
trated the houses in the neighborhood, and one 
almost grszed the shoulder of a lady sitting in 
her room. Mr. Wright succeeded in ge.ining 
his house through the back way, and prepared 

himself to receive the negro should he attempt general topic, "volunteer, 
to enter. At length the General arrived, ac- 
companied by three or four men, who ordered 
the negro to surrender; he refused, prepared 
to receive them, and seeing them come toward 
hia, fired at tlcm. The General ordered his 
men to slay the negro at once, and the order 
wae willingly obeyed, one shot penetrating 
his heart, and killing him instantly.

Stat« Militia Orgakizatiob. — A corres- 
i : .. nt wants us to give a definite answer to 
a v v. hich we have asked an 1 discussed 
on many different occasions; it is why our 
city finds it impossible to organize Msj militia? 
We must confess we are not prepared to an- 
swer, and we have tried very hard to spur our 
young men to some concerted action on the 
HP] ject, bat thus far hare signally failed. 
Martial law gare a spasmodic impulse to vol- 
unteer organizations, but it soon subsided. 
The city of Cincinnati has organized, armed, 
and equipped eight or nine regimen ts, some of 
which are even uniformed, while Louisville 
cannot show a single company. Cincinnati 
certainly is not more exposed to rebel raids 
than we are, tor are its pa ^ le more enthusi- 
astic in suppressing the rebellion thin ours. 
It is as much to the inUicst of the business 
men of our city to have an efficient S ite 
Guard, as it is to the more exposed 
districts, for so long as our mii ; tia 
remains unorganized, guerilla band3 will in- 
fc-tt the country, rendering the shipment of 
goods extremely hazardous, and this fact most 
seriously affects the atuouut of their sales. 
Well-grounded complaint'; are made that only 
tl.es* in the immediate localities of these frc- 
quent raids are willing to organize, and that 
they generally are unable to protect them- 
selves egaicst a superior aud Wv'.l-org.anizil 
en< my, as their means have been exhausiel by 
successive visitations of both armies and by 
many baring been conscripted or driven from 
their homes by the thieving guerilla bands. 
We must accept this guerilla warfare as a 
part of the rebel system of annoyance; Jeff 
Davis threatened it long since, and ull the 
Con'ederate leaders are aiding it. Their 
armies may be broken up and driven from 
every battle-field, but by organizing thorn- 
bands they can' do incalcula- 
to the loyal and unprotected citi- 
zens who may remain at home. The more 
hopeless the rebel cause becomes the more 
desperate will be the thieving raids of the 
scoundrels, and the more grievous the suffer- 
ings of our loyal brothers. We sincerely hope 
that Louisville will not lay itself open to the 
imputation that it will remain inactive and 
unorganized because we feel sat;- at such a 
distance frcm the immediate field of action. 
Let these raids become more prevalent and 
the people along the borders will be compelled 
to give way and move in toward the Ohio 
liver, and thus will daily bring the danger 
nearer and nearer to our own homes. We 
must avert this by timely organization. 

We have had bat little experience to teach 
us what war actually is, for we have seen 
of the dark cloud thatthreat- 
n us. We can avert it alto- 
gether. We have now at tbe bead of our State 
Guard as skilful and energetic an officer as 
the State can boast. With two years experi- 
ence in the field, and his thorough education 
as a soldier, be needs but a little assistance 
from our people, and a willing co operation on 
their parts, to perfect a thorough militia or- 
ganization of the State that wonld welcome 
any desecrators of our soil with a warm re- 
ception. Gen. Lindsey, we are assured, is de- 
termined to organize and arm the State 
GuartLjsiLder the present efficient law, 
8nd to do this it is necessary to be- 
gin at once and not wait until we 
we are threatened with an immediate attack, 
and then, in the confusion and hurry of the 
a partial and incomplete or- 
perhaps meet the enemy only 
to be captured and have oar arms taken from 
us. Men, loyal men, who have the good of 
their country and State at heart, should not 
wait upon contingencies, but should organize 
at once, so that if an enemy comes he may 
be met by well drilled men and no*, by squads 
of awkward cornstalk militia. Organization 
of the Kentucky militia will effectually pre- 
vent these frequent raids, and also relieve from 
duty the regular troops now among us and 
enable them to go to tbe front, where their 
preser.ee is so much nesded. To this end let 
those among us, who have seen service 
in the field and are efficient, proceed at once 
to organise companies, battaliona, and regi- 
ments, on the same plan as in the regular 
army, except that, for tbe State Guard, only 
forty-two men are required to organize a 
< on pary, and these include four commis- 
sioned officers, and should they ever be called 
into service they will receive their relative 
pay and allowances. 

We repeat that no one is or should be more 
interested in the formation of an efficient 
.State Guard than our merchants and maau- 
Tbe reasons are manifest and tbey 
ct their energies to effect a thorough 
and thus obviate the necessity 
of a resort to compulsory measures. There 
nwt be a certain number of companies armed 
and equipped in each county ready for any 
emergency. A splendid division could be re- 
cruited fiom the young men of our city who 
are going listlessly about, and do not seem to 1 
feel that rebellion is trying to desolate our 
State and bring its horrors into our very ; 
stieets. These young men must choose be- 
tween a voluntary tender of their services in 
MM tbey should be needed, or being subjected 1 
to a draft, from which there wiii be noexemp- | 
lien except on account of physical disqualifi- 
cation.

General Andrew Johnson appears to 
have won very little respect from his milita- 
ry superiors in the field. < »n the contrary, he 
appears to have won from those superiors a 
very largo measure of the feeling with which 
Webster once declared in the Senate that the 
people of Massachusetts regarded a distin- 
guished Pennsylvanian. "I can tell him, 
sir," Webster thundered forth in a scathing 
sposiopesis, "that Massachusetts and her peo- 
ple, of ail people, bold him, and his love, and 
his veneration, and his speeches, and his 
principles, and Lis standard of truth, in utter 
— what shall 1 say ? anything but re- 
spect." This appears to be a very faithful 
expression cf the matioti in which General 
Andrew Johnson i3 held by his military su- 
periors in the field. He has had successively 
three of them, being cow under the third, 
who has but lately reached the MCCMBjoa, 
ar.d consequently has not yet formed much 
li ss « x pressed an opinion of this extra orlin try 
of ;.!. But the two preceding ones, Bueil 
ard Rcsecrans. had very ample oppjrtunity 
to form an opinion of him; and they bath im- 
proved the opportunity. Their opinions do 
not sppear to be essentially different. 

Gee. Buell's opinion is thus given in t'as 
conclusion of his masterly and unanswerable 
review of the evidence before ths Military 
Commission which inquired into hij citn- 
puigns:

1 was my own, uninfluenced by him in any 
manner. I had not that confidence in his 

, judgment, or that distrust of my own, which 

I wculd have induced me to seek his counsel. 

i On account of his official position I called on 
him first to irform him what I meant to do, 
and last to tell him whe' garrison I had con- 
cluded to leave. On both occasions, as far a<? 
my plan? were concerned, I was the speaker 
ard be the listener. My officers were far more 
likely to know my views than he; and thev 
have 6tated that I said always that the politi- 
cal importance of the occupation far out- 
weighed any purely military bearing of the 
nuestion, and that I should hold the city. 

Such is General Buell's opinion of General 
Andrew Johnson. It is not a favorable opin- 
ion. 

The opinion of Gen. Roaecrans may be

I the press without contradiction. The extract 
is understood to be originally from the letter 

| of a Cincinnati correspondent of tbe Courrier 
drs EtaU Unit in the city of New York. The 

i extract is as follows: 

Persons who arc on intimate term* with 
Rosecrans declare that he is greatly discour- 
age d about tbe war. This is not becanwhe 
considers the Southern armies invincible, but 
hecause he believes that the seceded States can 
never be brought back by the rigorous policy 
which the Government has adopted. He ha3 
never taken any part in the proceedings of An- 
drew Johnson, the military governor of Ten- 
nessee, w ho has succeeded in conrerting to se- 
cession all people who had any hopes of the 
Union. Himself perfectly disinte^ted, he 
looks with disgust upon the shamMl traffic 
which is going on under the mask of patriot- 
ism. When he looks around him he sees men 
mored by all sorts of motires, more or leas 
decent, except honor and the love of country. 
Some are fighting from ambition, others from 
ararioe; to the latter the conquest of country 
means only pillage and cheap cotton; the 
former are jealous of their superiors and 
their equals, and are delighted with any re- 
verse which may overtake them. Profoundly 
honest and religious, Rosecrans regards these 
spectacles with bitter aversion. 

As we have said, the opinion of General 
Rosecrans does not appear to be essentially 
different from General Buell's. The two 
opinions if not identical are at least thor- 
oughly accordant. Neither can be justly 
cl aractei ized as a favorable opinion. The 
indignant outburst or suppression of Webster 
cited above may fitly 6tand for bolh. 

We have heretofore directed the public at- 
tention to the end for which General Andrew 
JoLnson is striving in Tennessee. The end is 
not worthy of the Gcvernment; bat, if the 
opinions we have quoted here are correct, the 
instrument is altogether worthy of the end.

Grant 
still holds Chattanooga, and Burnside is safe 
at Knoxrille, and from rebel s NMM we begin 
to obtain glimpses of tbe advance of Sherman 
fiom the Misiissippi; they state that our 
mounted infantry and caralry were active 
and daring almost in the rear of Brag^'s army, 
and that a large force of Sherman's men was 
approaching Selraa, in Alabama. From 
Florence to Fredericksburg tbe rebels are 
ptesscd; Meade on their right fi ink, co oper- 
ating with Butler by the James River and 
;be Yorktown peninsula; Gilmore at Char'es- 
■on, in their rear centre, giving them no re3t; 
Burnside in their front and centre, holding 
ihiir key of supplies; and Grant, Hooker, and 
^Letman, on :he left rebel flank, menace Bragg 
and carry consternation to the Confederacy. 
The Richmond Examiner does not regard the 



doubt of its reality. And, wi'd as it may ap- 
fear, there are perhaps many chances, that, 
but for tbe communication from the G3vernor 
Geteral of Canada to Lord Lyons at Wa3h- 
irgvn ard from the latter to our Gjvern- 
ment, it might to some extent, if not even to 
a great extent, have succeeded. The condu :t 
of the Governor General and of the British 
Minister in this case is honorable. Let us sot 
it down to British credit. 

We hope it will not be found that the pris- 
oners on Johnson s Island bad any pirticipa- 
tion in this plot, and we do not well see how 
they could have, but the truth will probably 
beknonn. We could not blame the prison- 
ers for wishing to escape by any honorable 
means in their power, but yet an attempt to 
escape even by honorable means and with no 
evil designs beyond the promotion of the reb- 
el cause in a legitimate way, would probably 
sul ject them to additional rigors and restric- 
tions as a measure of precaution. 

If, however, tbe prisoners should be discov- 
ered to have had a design not only to escape 
'rom the island but to burn tbe great lake*fit- 
ies, there could scircely be a punishment 
wtxh they would not richly deserve.

We har? definite 
itfoimation that the adrance of G?n. Sher- 
man reached Winchester, Tenu., on the lUh, 
and that the whole of his corps would speed- 
I ily foim a junction with Hooker. This ^ran i 
united army will then be free to co-op?.-atj 
witb Grant and Thomas, so that 'dragg, in- 
. s;< ml of advancing into Tennessee, will ba 
: forced to {all back to preserve his railroad 
communication and his line of supply. Bu.-n- 
8 de can apprehend no danger from any other 
sources. There are some conscripted militia 
1 vies from Georgia and North Carolina, on 
i the south side of the Tennessee river, who 
j mej be able to commit annoyances, but they 
c;in make no serious demonstration affecting 
the position of Burnside at Knoxvdle and 
north of the river. 

The War Department has adrire3 from 
Gen. Burnside up to last Thursday evening, 
and the tenor of the information was "such as 
to set at rest any public anxiety as to bis. i tui- 
tion. Tbe Washington correspondent of the 
Cincinnati Commercial says Grant's despatch- 
es show that no new rebel demonstration ho3 
been made on the front of either Burnside or 
j Thomas, and that "Burnside regards his posi- 
iion as entirely safe." There is a rebel ac- 
[ count of the capture of a small garrison at 
I Rogersi ille, which is in Hawkins county, on 
| the extreme northeast corner of the State. 
When Burnside destroyed the railroad up to 
Bristol, cn the Virginia line, for the purpose 
of impeding a rebel advance, he left detached 
forces at various points for purposes of obser- 
vation, but their capture can have little or no 
effect on the progress of his main plan of cam- 
paign, and all the rebel accounts of successes 
are greatly exaggerated. 

IgTMHjor-General Hooker, on the 24th 
ult., issued an order from Stevenson, Ala., for 
the suppression of the frequent excursions of 
guerilla parties upon his line of communica- 
tion. To effect this, stringent and vigilaat 
measures are undoubtedly necessary, but Gen. 
Hooker assumes that such parties can approach 
our lines only with the connivance or at least 
the knowledge and aid of residents;, and there- 
fore directs that when any such guerilla party 
interferes with our lines the homes and prop- 
erty of all residents adjacent shall be held ac- 
countable for all injury, while the failure of 
any party to give timely notice of the ap- 
proach of any such bands will be severely 
punished. One thing is certain, the line of 
communication for tha supply of General 
Grant's army in provisions and munitions 
and the sending forward of reinforcements 
must be kept open. Whose duty is it to do 
this in those parts of the country which the 
rebels claim as belonging to the Confederacy, 
and are consequently subject to the sweeping 
conscription laws of Jeff D ivU and his fellow- 
traitors? Tor more than two yeare tbe region 
now temporarily held by Gen. Hooker has 
been alternately occupied by the armies of 
both lelligerents, and resident citizens who 
are exempt from bearing arms have not bean 
permitted to retain them for self-defeace. 
Tnose who were disloyally inclined have fled 
from their homes or been conscripted, and ar 
serving in the rebel ranks or in guerilla bands. 
In either case tbey are conversant with the to- 
pography of their particular localities, and 
can at any time lead a party under cov*r of 
night to burn a trestle work, blow tip a cul- 
vert, or twist a few rails, while all the resi- 
dents adjacent may be plunged in sleep, 
and dreaming that they are under 
the protection of the Federal army. 
When they w.ike up in the morning they are 
greeted by an officer who is charged with the 
execution of Gen. Hooker's order; they are 
presumed to be peraons who, by silence, hare 
given consent or aid to tha raiders, and as a 
punishment their homes are to be burae.t over 
their heads, and the last articles of subsist- 
ence for their families are to be seiz.-d. Ii 
this either ju3t or human!-? It lojks 
to us as if the unarmed citizrn is to be 
punished for th-i negligence of the Federal 
armies of occupation, who should guard anl 
stockade every tresile-^ork and calvert, 
though we confess that they cannot in every 
instance prevent a dash upon an unfrequented 
portion of a ro id, or the destruction of a few 
rails by a lightning movement of an active 
enemy. The most stringent execution of 
Hooker's order will not remedy the evil h> 
hopes to eradicate. Raids into the quiet por- 
tions of our State and of Tennessee are doubt- 
less effected fey the connivance of residsnt 
reUla, but it is noasense to impute complicity 
to those in the immediate neighborhood ot 
Federal camps and armies of occupation, 
for they would not remain in such neighbor- 
hood where th^y are vigilantly watched, i 
they desired to do injury. 

We hare rtpcatedly and earnestly called for 
the exerciae of the utLsost vigilance and the 
most severe punishment to suppress guerilla 
robberies, but we believe that Gen. Hooker's 
order goes too far, for it involves the innoceat 
in the fearful punishment merited only by tho 
guilty. There is no rule without its excep- 
tion, and no entire community can be con- 
demned, even as a Sodom, without finding 
sort e few good men whom it is proper to save 
among its inhabitants. We can imigiae 
many instances where a neighborhood mi<bt 
be made aware of the approach of a gueri'tia 
force, and yet find it utterly impossible to 
communicate the intelligence to the om- 
manding Federal officer who might be miles 
away ; but these raids are generally unheralded ; 
tLe swoop is made, the prey gathered up, and 
the marauders are off again faster than they 
came, for they are always in dread of pursuit 
and are provided with fresh horae3 to facili- 
tate their escape. We must protest, therefore, 
against Gen. Hooker's order as likely to do 
incalculable injustice, and to alienate the trun 
friends of the Union froa their loyalty by un- 
merited persecution. Punish all who are 
found guilty of complicity in these raids, by 
active co-operation or by indirect aid, but it 
will never answer to involve a whole com- 
munity in a punishment so terrible aj the de- 
stiuction of their homes by fire and the 
emptying of their corn-cribs and meat house3 
by a sweeping seizure. 

Gikhillas. — We learn from the Nashville 
Press of yesterday that, on last Sunday even- 
ing, a body of guerillas visited tbe house of a 
good Uuion man in Dickson county aad 
robbed his house of everything they could lay 
their sacrilegious hands upon. The man of 
the bouse' was not at home at the time. The 
leader of the band left a note for him to ap- 
pear at a stated time and take the oath of al- 
legiance to tbe so-called Southern Confeder- 
acy, threatening to burn his house if he failed 
to comply. This gang of outlaws have recently 
killed six men in tbe neighborhood of Coar- 
lotte. The murdered men were strangers to 
tBC oeople of that vicinity. The gang wa3 
piloted h, y a negro, who lives in Dickson 
coun'y. 

The guerilla Albright, with about eighty 
men, has, for the lasi ttw days, been com ait- 
ting depredations in Chatham couaty. The 
Press Las reason to believe that tbe course of 
Albright and his comrades in crime will be 
brought to a speedy close.

The announcement that Sherman's 
column has formed iU° junction with Grant's 
right wing will be a great relief to Mm coun- 
try, for it has been involved in great peril 
eir.ee it left \'icksb ir^ and Memphis. To ef- 
fect tbis movement, the New York Times 3ays 
it became necessary to give tip both the lines 
by which it wa3 intended thij column should 
aovanc", and one of the prime objects it was 
exptcted to accomplish by the way. In the 
(li^tritution of Gen. Grant's army after the 
capture of Vicksburg, the Thirteenth corps 
was sent to Gen. Banks at New Orleans; a 
column made up of parts of the three other 
corjswtts despatched under Steele into Ar- 
kansas: the Seventeenth was assigned the 
duty of holding Vicksburg, and the ilissis- 
sippi, below Helena; the Sixteenth was given 
tb<* task of guarding the Mississippi from 
Helena to Cairo, and the Memphis and 
Charleston Railroad as far ea3t as Corinth, or, 
perhaps, Hear Creek, thirty miles beyond, on 
theAle.bama line; and, finally, it was designed 
that the Fifteenth corps, under Gen. Sher- 
man, should op^n the Memphis and Charles- 
ton Railroad, Irom Bear Creek as far ea3t as 
Decatur, with the purpose of making this 
tbe main line of communications with 
C hattanooga. A glance at a map whereon the 
tbe railroad lines are indicated will show that 
this line, after nearing the Tennessee at luka, 
rues eastward on the southern side of the 
river, and follows its general course as far aS 
Decatur, where it crosses to the north side of 
the river, and thence continues eastward to 
Chattanooga, crossing again to the south side 
of the Tennessee at Bridgeport. It is obvious 
that if the portion of the line of railroad run- 
ning on the south side of the Tennessee— that 
is, from Memphis to Decatur — could be re- 
opened and maintained.it rould afford an 
invaluable channel through which the army 
at Chattanooga might draw supplies. Work 
was accordingly commenced, and by the 1st of 
November the road had Leem opened from 
Corinth forty miles, through luka, and across 
Bear Creek to Cherokee Station, Ala. No 
socnerwas this purpose apparent,however,than 
a powerful rebel cavalry force, said to amount 
to ten thousand, under of command General 
S. D. Lee, swarmed in the vicinity, 
hanging on and harassing the flank of 
our force, and retiring before it, tearing up 
and dettroying the railroad as they receded. 
Wc hare from time to time received reports 

of the various encounters of the two bodies 

that at Cherokee Station, a fortnight ago, be- 
ing a fight of some magnitude. Whether it 
was that the annoyance of the rebel cavalry 
force was so great that it was thought hope- 
less to attempt to maintain the railroad, or 
that other considerations induced a change in 
tLe original programme, the column at the be- 
ginning of the present month ceased its effort 
to reach Decatur by the southern side of the 
river, and, turning again westward, evacuat- 
ing Tuscumbia and Inka (which has been 
burned by the rebels), passed at Eastport, 
Miss., to the north bank of the Tennessee. On 
this side it will have been able to pursue its 
eastward march uninterruptedly, its flanka be- 
ing perfectly covered by the river. This ex- 
plains also why the advance of Sherman's 
column came into Winchester, Tenu., instead 
of at Stevenson, Ala., both places being occu- 
pied by tbe Federal troops. The order to 
abandon the attempt to open the railroad com- 
munication was given by General Grant im- 
mediately on his assuming command at Chat- 
tanooga, and was, doubtless, dictated by his 
desire to effect a concentration of his forces as 
quickly as possible. The opening of railroad 
communication between Chattanooga and the 
Mississippi is certainly a great desideratum, 
but it requires the presence of a powerful 
force, and cannot be done by a moveable 
column, as the whole flank is entirely exposed. 
Tbe same task was attempted last year by 
General Buell, under orders of General Hal- 
Lck, aad failed. 

ItoTS.ime of tbe newspapers bitterly de- 
nounce the attentions paid in New York to 
the officers of the Russian navy now sojourn- 
ing in that city. They speak of those atten- 
tions as sycophancy toward an empire that 
has been and is the oppressor of Poland. We 
don't remember that they objected to the at- 
tentions, quite as great, shown to the Prince 
of Wales and his suite, tbe representatives of 
the British monarchy, or even to those shown 
to the Japanese. Great Britain has pursued 
a much longer and a direr career of oppression 
aid outrage than Russia has; and Russia is 
assuredly a country more to be honored than 
that land of wretched barbarism, Japan. 
Undoubtedly Great Britain was honored in 
tie persons of the heir apparent and those 
with him not on account ot her long and ter- 
rible catalogue of oppressions and aggre3- 
sions, but because we thought the occasion a 
good one to cultivate a feeling of amity and 
kindness with cur great rival across th* 
ocean. And undoubtedly Japan was honored 
Uiruugh her semi- barbarians not on account 
of her barbarism but because we wanted to 
establish a trade with her for our awn a Iran 
tsge. 

So with the Admirals and Captain3 of ttt 
Rusritin navy. They are magnificently en- 
titthir.ei not because anybody delights in the 
opriecsiou of Poland but for the reason thit 
Russia, whatever she has done or not done to 
others, Las always shown the kinlest feelin* 
and the greatest liberality toward the United 
State?, and for the additions 1 reason that we 
h:ay scon, threatened as we are by some of the 
other great Powers of Europe, stand in need 
of her friendship. Most certainly Russia is at 
this moment better entitled to our kind re- 
gards ana to a full manifestation of them than 
either Great Britain or France or Spain. To- 
ward us she seems to stand alone— among the 
hcE'.ile the only friendly one. 

IfeT We learn that Gen. Roseerans'a report 
cf the battle of Chickamauga was promptly 
msde to the Administration, bat it has been 
withheld from tbe public. Gen. McClellaa 
made a full report of his campaign, but tiie 
Administration not only refused to publish it 
) tit prohibited him from publishing it. It miy 
be supposed that the unuttered plea is that the 
publication of these reports would be injurious 
to the country. Tne reason more likely is that 
it would be injurious to tbe Administratioa. 
Probably the Administration assumes thit 
whatever is good for itself is good for the 
country, and, admitting its assumption, it is 
about as patriotic an Administration as we 
have ever had.

He says the result of 
tbe campaign may be briefly stated as the de- 
deteat of the enemy, his compulsory evacua- 
tion of Pennsylvania and Maryland, and his 
withdrawal from the Upper Valley of the 
Shenandoah. We also captured 30 guns, 31 
stand of colors, 13,616 prisoners, and 24,798 
small arms were collected on the battle-field. 
Our losses were very severe, amounting to 
2,634 killed, 13.709 wounded, and 6,437 mis- 
sing; in all, 27,183. He concludes by thank- 
ing bis staff and army for their gallantry. 

General Sedgwick has issued a spirited ad- 
dress to the 5th Wisconsin for gallant conduct 
in storming the enemy's rifle pits on Satur- 
day last.

Detachments of onr infantry and cavalry 
this morning handsomely thrashed Stuarts 
caralry near Mitchell's Station, three mile3 
se uthwest of Culpepper.

She was lying twenty-five 
miles above tbe mouth of White river, within 
five hundred yards of the gunboat Eastpart 
which was covering her landing when the 
gueiiils.? attacked her. Capt. Bartholomew, 
commander of the gunboat, was on board the 
Collier at the time, and was captured, together 
with the Captain and crew of the steamer. 

The gunboat would hare shelled the rebeh- 
but they protected themselves with the cap- 
tain and crew they had captured. After set- 
ting fire to the boat, they marched the prison- 
er three miles into the country, when they 
liberated the captain and crew of the Collier, 
but retained Captain Bartholomew.

They cannot really be 
called nrisosers of war, being deserters from 
tlie rtbel army, some of whom hare lain 
arcucd in the woods for fifteen months, 
awaiting an opportunity to come into our 
lines to take the oath of allegiance, for which 
Luipcse they will be sent to St Louis. 

New Vobk, Nor. 13. 

Tbe Post's Washington correspondent says 
it is tbe opinion in diplomatic circles that the 
present attitude of Russia toward France and 
England will eventually end in war. 

The State Department has encouraging ad- 
vices from England and France, indie tfiag 
that the construction of iron clads for the 
rebels in the future will be prevented. 

The news from East Tennessee is that ail 
East Tennessee, up to Knoxville, has been re- 
captured from Burnside by the rebels. Barn- 
side is said to be, however, impregnable in 
Knoxville. 

Another week is expected to be full of ei- 
citing news from Meade, who has not yet 
ended his campaign. 

Sandusky, Not. 13.

Gi n. Foster has been assigned to the com- 
mand of Gen. Burnside's army, and will leave 
here to-morrow. Burnsiie's resiirnation has 
bt en accepted by the President. 

From the front we hear that the enemy pre- 
sents a very strong front on the bank of the 
Kapid Ann, and has recommenced picket 
rhooting. Yesterday a detachment of tbe 1st 
Vermont cavalry were fired on while going 
out on picket. Our men on picket fini it 
neceesary to keep under cover or else be made 
Urgets of. 

The water in the Rapid Ann i3 very low, 
and the river is fbrdahle at many points. 
This makes the work of guarding it very ar- 
duous. It would not be surprising if tte ene- 
my, gome dark night, should make a dash 
scrcss the river, create a diversion, and inci- 
dentally gobble up some careless command. 

A email pcrty was driven across yes'.srday 
by an inferior force. When our m°n reached 
tbe bank both their infantry and artillery were 
exposed cn the opposite side to resist what 
tbey thought a reconnaissance in force or a 
movement to crosp, but no heavy guns opened 
on either side, and there was but little carbine 
firing. 

A despatch to the Times says that it is ua- 
dtrstcod here from Canada that Vallandig- 
bam, James B. Clay, and Marshal Kane had 
fully arranged for passing through the Wet- 
land canal on an armed steamer, whose mis- 
sion was first to open the prison doors for 
tbe captive rebels in Sandusky i 
srernd, to arm and equip these veterans over 
2,000 in number; third, to seize as many pro- 
pellers on Lake Krie as were needed, and arm 
and man them; fourth, to maks Buffalo a 
heap of ashes, and our vessels in port charred 
skeletons; fifth, to burn Cleveland; and sixth, 
to wipe out the commerce of Lake Brie;

from Ogdensburg to Chicago at a blow. Lord 
Lyons got out of his bed after midnight to 
communicate the news to Mr. Seward, and af- 
terwards to tbe Secretary of War, who got 
up and was immediately at the wires.

Caieb, Nov. 8. 

The steamer Diadem, which arrived this 
rcon from below, reports having seen seventy- 
five armed men at Penbis county bayou, just 
below Island No. 18, who were supposed to be 
gnerillas, and that they had captured two 
rebel Captaina and five privates, whom they 
turned over to gunboat No. 7. 

The steamer Lady Pike stopped at the 
seme place last Wednesday night, and a man 
went aboard, saying he was a Union man 
and had twenty- five men under his command, 
w Lo were stationed there for the purpose of 
capturing the guerillas in the neighborhood. 
He laid he came aboard to caution the pickets, 
wLo were stationed out while the boat was 
'.eking on fuel, from firing on his men. 

Tbe officers ot the boat thinking he was 
joking told him to call oat his -5 men. He 
wmt ashore, issued a few commands, and, 
sure encugh, they appeared from the places 
tl.ey had been biding in. This looked suspi- 
cious, and the boat commenced backing out. 
The man cn shore asked why they did that, 
and called to them to return. They told him 
they were coming back, but continued to 
move further off, until they finally got out of 
tight. 

Last Wednesday evening, about six miles 
frcm Memphis, two men named Blund and 
Budd, while returning home with a consider- 
able amount of money, received in payment 
of cotton, were met by a band of robbers who 
demanded their money and threatened to take 
them as conscripts. They then showed re- 
sisiance, and tbe robbers fired killing Budd 
atd seiiouaiy wounding Blund. 

During the past week squads of rebels have 
been conscripting citizens near the river. 

Persons who had arrived in Memphis brought 
reports of fighting with guerillas aaJ cannon- 
ading back ot Helena, Ark. 

Guerilla skirmishes are not unfrequent in 
that vicinity, but they have no particular sig- 
nificance. 

Tbe report that a considerable rebel force is 
betaeen Pine Bluff and Helena it doubted.

These works were constructed by our forces 
last summer while we occupied the line of tbe 
Rappabatjnex-k. Tbe enemy bad strengthen- 
ed them by digging a semicircle of rift's pits 
around their front. Such was the formidable 
position which Russell's brave boys attacked 
and carried to-day. 

Colonel Tompkins, Chief of Artillery on 
General Sedgwick's Staff, posted bis artillery 
on tbe heights about three-quarters of a mile 
this side, and commenced to shell the works. 
About three o clock eighteen guns were en- 
gaged in shelling them at this short range. 
Tbe firing was beautiful and the effect demor- 
alizirg. That of the enemy was also very 
fine. 

While this was going on, Gen. RaBsell was 
busy with his musketry. He pushed his line 
of skirmishers upon both flanks of the enemy a 
wotks until nearly sunset, when his own brig- 
ade, composed of the 6th Wis., Col. Allen, 
5th Maine, Col. Edwards, Cth Maine, Col. Har- 
ris, and the 121st New York, Col Upton, were 
ordered to charge the rifle pits and earthworks 
upon both flanks, led by Gen. Russel in 
perron. 

Tbey went steadily and silently forward, 
fighting as they proceeded, till, nearing the 
works, they fixed bayonets and pushed in with 
cold steel. They were too much even for the 
flower of tbe Southern army. Tbe much 
vaunted Louisiana brigade they found there, 
and, after a short hand to hand contest, 
iJ'ey turned to flee to their pontoons, which

the front. These men represent that but few 
of their companions retreated across the river, 
and their General commanding had barely 
time to escape on horseback. They seem to 
unite in regard to the movement on our part 
as having been one of the most brilliant of the 
i war. 

Intelligence has been received here, dated 
i Clarksburg, Va., that Gens. Avcrill and Duf- 
' fie, commanding separate forces, after 
: several severe engagements on Friday and 
Saturday last, succeeded in driving the enemy 
under the mud wall at Jackson, and for sev- 
eral miles down tbe valley east of tbe Green 
Briar Mountains, into and through the town 
of Lewistown, in Western Virginia. After 
the first battle fought on Friday by General 
Duffie, the enemy was reinforced, but, never- 
theless, the rebels were totally routed. On 
Saturdav, under the combined forces of Dnffie 
1 snd Averill, the route was so complete that 
the enemy abandoned all their supplies, guns, 
colors, etc., and fled in dismay, leaving their 
dead and wounded on the field. Our men 
behaved splendidly, and the victory was one 
' of the most brilliant of the war. The number 
' of killed and wounded on our side is not 
stated. We hold Lewistown. 

The Star, of this city, says: We hear that 
General Grant has telegraphed hither that 
two of the most advanced positions of General 
Burnside have been assailed by the rebels, 
who made prisoners of one half of two regi- 
ments that were holding them at the time. 

It was reported to-day, on the authority of 
the Burgeons in the army of the Potomac, 
that our losses on Saturday were about 400, 
as stated in the Press's telegrams last night, 
and 2 GO of these were wounded. They ar- 
rived here this morning. 

Tbe premises of the Old Capitol Prison are 
densely crowded to-day. 1,730 rebel prison- 
ers, who were taken in Saturday morning's 
engagement, have reached here. The officers 
from whom this information is derived saw 
a few more on the way. 

San Fbakcisco, Nov. 9. 
Arrived yesterday — the steamers St. Louis 
end Moses Taylor, from Panama, bringing 
dates trom Mexico, via Accapulco, of the 21st 
I ot October. The French were preparing for 
an expedition toward Queerstero. 
Gen. Foray left Mexico for Vera Cruz, on 
, his way to France, on the 9th of October, 

Bszena. who appears to be much more popu- 
lar. 

The agent of the rebel Government arrived 
at Mexico on the 9ih, via Brownsville, with 
irstrnctioBS, it was supposed, to make a treaty 
between the Regency ot Mexico and the 
rebels. 

It is said Juarez has reorganized the army of 
the Liberal party, and is marching toward 
Jaurento to meet the French. A conflict is 
exrected shortly. 

Minister Corwin has so far taken no active 
part in the Mexican troubles. 

Niw York, Nov. 9. 
The Post has tbe following significant para- 
graph from New Orleans: 

"We learn that the overland expedition to 
Texas, returned to tbe army, has, before this, 
set out in another direction. According to 
tbe reports, a part of tbe forces only are to go 
to Brownville, on the Rio Grande, where th-ir 
arrival will be bailed wiih joy by multitude 
of loyal Texan.-, and where a small force will 
suffice to put a stop to an immense contraband 
trade. As to tbe other part, nothing authen- 
tic is divulged. But it is not improper, we 
trust, to express the hope that its destination 
is the city of Mobile." 

Leaven worth, Not. 9. 
Advices from Fort Scott say that a courier 
arrived there on Friday night from General 
Blunt, bringing information that the rebels 
under Cooper and Soelby had eluded oar 
forces and crossed tbe Arkansas river, neirly 
nine thousand strong, and were marching on 
Blunt, who has eighteen hundred cavalry as 
an escort to an immense supply train tor Fort 
Smith, and Blunt bad sent forward his train 
and made preparations for defence. 

Milwaukee, Nov. 9. 
The draft is progressing in this etrj t) day. 
The chances are about one in four. The best 
of feeling prevails, aud no distuibince oc- 
curred. 

MnMU 

Wakuingtok, Nov. 9. 
It is net liarned that any engagement be- 
yond the usual skirmishing has occurred to- 
day. Information trom tbe front states that 
our army crossed the Rappahannock yester- 
day without any special incident. Oae of the 
pontoon bridges used was captured from the 
enemy cn Saturday. Our cavalry have fol- 
lowed tbe retreating rebels sharply, and we 
have reports to night that Kilpatrick has 
taken 500 more prisoners. 

Our troops fully command all the roads 
leading to Fredericksburg and Falmouth, 
while the enemy seems to be falling back to 
Culpepper and the Rapid Ann. Eighteen 
hundred and forty-six prisoners, taken on 
Saturday, were this morning committed to 
the Old Capitol prison, and more will be sent 
in from the front, making an aggregate of over 
2,000. 

Lee's whole loss in aclion could not have 
been less than 3,000 officers and men, killed, 
wiunded and made prisoners, if not more 
weakened, as bis army has been by the 
losses of bis late raid in this direction. Troop3 
sent west, and in this important action, can 
make little further serious resistance to tbe 
advance of our army, now being vigorously 
pushed forward.

TLe steamer General Anderson, from Mem- 
phis tbe Tib inst., arrived this morning.

Brandy Station, Oct. 9. 

The Herald has the following: 

'"The 3d army corps, after the brilliant ac- 
tion of Saturday at Kelly's Ford, encamped 
on the south side, resting till daylight yester- 
day morning, when they took the lead in the 
pursuit of the rebels, followed by tbe 2d and 
1st corps in order. About noon they came 
upon a strong force of cavalry and light artil- 
lery posted in line on a hill near the railroad 
and two miles east of Brandy Station. 

Tbe 3d division, under General Carr, were 
in advance, and Colonel Keifer's brigade, sup- 
ported by the other two brigades of this di- 
vision, immediately charged upon and soon 
drove them from their position. This divis- 
ion, with its artillery, followed them leisure- 
ly, inflicting severe punishment upon tbem as 
they retreated up the railroad to a point two 
miles beyond Brandy Station. The fighting 
continued till after dark. 

The casualties on our side were very light, 
uot exceeding seven or eight hundred. 

While this was going on another corp3 was 
scouring the country np the river and towards 
Stevensbnrg, but could find only occasional 
stragglers from the retreating army, which 
bad evidently left its well prepared winter 
quarters only a few hours previous. We found 
the whole country that we have gone over so 
far armed, with camps, many of them with 
cemmodious log tents. 

Prisoners ana rebel surgeons, left in charge 
of their wonnded at the church at Kelly's 
Ford, agree in the statement that they were 
in full expectation of wintering here. Lee's 
headquarters were one mile north of Brandy 
S'ation. 

Our army is in a fine condition, and the sol- 
diers are anxious to push on to a general en- 
gagement

General Lee's headquarters Saturday night 
were at Brandy Station, on ihe Rappahan- 
nock. This refutes the belief, current in some 
quarters, that he had gone South to adviie 
with Bragg. 

Our army lay in line of battle all day yes- 
terday, but declined to accept an engagement. 

Gen. Kilpatrick occupied Pony Mountain 
yesterday evening. Last night he discovered 
a large area of camp fires south of the Rapid 
Ann, between Raccoon Fork and Rspid Ann 
Station, on the railroad. No fire3of magni- 
tude were discovered on and around Culpep- 
per. Thi9 leads to the infe.ence that Lee has 
declined to risk a general engagement in the 
open field, ana has withdrew his forces, exc*pt 
a rear guard, to his former strong position. 
All tbe evidence tends to prove that General 
Meade has again outgenerallrd Lee by leading 
bim to believe it was bis intention to move 
down the neck, opposite Fredericksburg, thu3 
inducing the latter to weaken his front here 
to strengthen that point. 

A gentleman, who arrived here to-ni^ht, 
says our line of battle crossed the Orange and 
Alexandria Railroad to a point where it is 
supposed Lee has a full force on our front.

New York, Nov. 10 

The following items are from the Charles- 
ton Mercury of the 2d inst: 

We have important news from the armies 
in front of Chattanooga. A shrewd g*me is 
now being played tor the possession ot Look- 
out Mountain. 

The anncuncement of the passage of the 
river at Bridgeport by a column of Federal 
troops reveals the long anticipated plot to 
force Bragg from tbe mountain by Hank 
movements. This flanking force ot the enemy, 
when last heard from, was somewhere in the 
vicinity of Sand Mountain, taking pretty 
much the same route that Rosecraus took 
when Bragg, apprehending a flank movement, 
evacuated Chattanooga and fell back to Dd- 
ton and Kingston. 

The Atlanta Intelligencer says: Move- 
ments are being made that must decide which 
of the ccmbatants will hold Tennessee, and 
many days will not elapse before another bat- 
tle will take place. A large body of men has 
been steadily moving toward Knoxville. 
Biagg'3 force is sufficiently strong lo remove 
all apprehension of danger from the enemy in 
East Tennessee. Should he succeed in driving 
tbc enemy from East Tennessee, Kentucky 
will be open to our victorious armies. 

The Augusta Constitution of Saturday sjys: 
We have intelligence, which we deem very 
tiustwoithy, that our forces occupy London, 
and tbe advance, under S^venson, ha3 reach- 
ed Concord, fifteen miles this side of Knox- 
ville. 

Colonel Wallace, of the East Tennessee and 
Georgia Railroad, has sent to Union Point for 
more of the rolling stock of his road. 

The Marietta Confederate, of Oct. 30, says 
that an officer of the army, just from Rome, 
brings intelligence or the receipt of a tele- 
gram by tbe commandant of the post at 
Rome, from Selma, we believe, that a force of 
Yankee mounted infantry had * reached the 
vicinity of Tuscaloosa, en route for Selma. 
They are said to have come from Tupelo, by 
the route that Bragg' s army came by last 
summer.

A correspondent of the Post, under date of 
Wnsh ; ngton, 5 h, says th«re was a little fight- 
ing on tbe southern bank of the Rappahan- 
nock, but it was not of much importance. It 
is sot impossible that a great battle will be 
fought within a day or two, aud has perhaps 
been fought to-day. All depends on General 
Lee. If he will stand for a battle, one is pretty 
certain to occur, as Gen. Meade started out 
this time for a desperate conflict with the 
eLcmy. He was urg<»d to it by the President 
and Si cretary StictOD, and General Halleck 
was not averse, under such circumstances. 
The army is in excellent trim, and in num- 
bers it must be superior to the en?my by at 
least lO.ooo. and perhaps 30,000. There is no 
reason to fear defeat, aud there are many rea- 
sons for believing that Lee will be compelled 
to fall back still further into the heart of Vir- 
ginia. 

Cairo, Nov. 10. 
Little Reck advices of the Oth say that Price's 
and Holmes's commands are still at Marshall, 
Texas. But few Confederate troops are now 
within the borders of Arkansas. 

Marmaduke's cavalry and some 2,500 men 
are in the mountains we3t of Fort Smith 
witbnut supplies.
